The National World'a Pair Committee 


Heport Againat Theodore Thomas. 
CHICAGO, May 18.—The committee ap- 


pointed by the National World'a fair 
committee to investigate Theodore 
Thomas1 administration ot the music 
bureau of the fair, recommends Mr. 
Thomas' admissal. The report waa 
made to the national committee at a 
late hour yesterday afternoon, and waa 
laid over for action to-day. It Is a 
lengthy document in which the testi- 
mony taken by the committee during 
the last week is reviewed. 


Certain eastern piano manufacturing 


concerns, the report says, withdrew 
from the fair because they were un- 
willing to make a competitive exhibit. 
This action imperiled the music exhibit 
ot the fair, but Director General Davis, 
by promising that tbe Instruments of 
nonexhlbitors should not be used at 
the World's fair concerts, induced other 
firms to make an exhibit at an expense 
of over $1,000,000. 


Director Thomas was Instructed by 


Director-General Davis to use only 
instruments of exhibitors, and to make 
no engagements with artists who were 
under obligation to use the Instru- 
ments of nonexhibltors 
These in- 


structions Prof. Thomas not only ig- 
nored jn the past, but the programmes 
for future concerts showed that the in- 
struments of exhibiting manufacturers 
would be practically excluded. 


What action the national committee 


will take on the report is problemati- 
cal, though it is known that a number 
of members are hostile to Mr. Thomas.

SUCCESSFUL REBELS. 


The Government of Nicaragua 


Practically Overthrown. 


POSSESSION OF THE NICARAGUA CAIAL 


In the Hands of the Revolutionists— 


United States Vessels Hurrying 


Southward to Look After Our In- 


terests in the Matter. 


WASHINGTON. May 13.—The Nieara- 


gnan revolutionists have practically 
overthrown the government and are In 
complete possession of the Nicaragua 
canal. A dispatch received at the state 
department con8rmed this. The dis- 
patch was sent from San Juan del Sur, 
a port on tho west coast of Nicaragua, 
by Mr. Newell, consul at Nicaragua, 
which in substance is that the revolu- 
tion commenced April 28, headed by ex- 
President Zavall 


Tho revolutionists hold 
Granada, 


Managua, Illvas, Contales, Matagalpa 
and Han Juan del Norte. The govern- 
ment forces number 2,000 troops, poorly 
organized and led, while the well- 
armed revolutionists number from 3f- 
000 to 5,000, commanded by prominent 
generals. The government force made 
three unsuccessful attacks on Managua. 


Martial law hats been declared, and a 


decree has been issued for a forced loan 
Of $600,000. 


It Is learned from another authentic 


source that the revolutionists are in 
possession of the Nicaragua canal, and 
it was on this information and that 
contained in the dispatch from Mr. 
Newell tliat Secretary Gresham ap- 
plied to Secretary Herbert for another 
vessel to be sent to Nicaragua. No 
grave fears are entertained in official 
circles that evil will result from the 
possession of the Nicaragua canal by 
the revolutionists 
From the informa- 


tion contained in Mr. Newell's dispatch 
it is evident that the revolutionary 
forces have almost complete control of 
affairs* and tweedy recognition from 
the United States will follow a demand 
for such action. Nevertheless this gov- 
ernment has deemed it best to be on 
the safe side, and all steam will be used 
by the Atlanta and Alliance in making 
their journeys southward.

drate chloral, administered with his own 
hand.with suicidal intent, and that the 
ding was not prescribed by a physician.

Fairohild.

weight ot bullion by having stamped 
benon a very obtrusive L that stood for 
'light," and pnt an end to the coin oirou- 
ating. Afteribeing stamped it was ret 
nrned to the person who presented it. 
This rale ha* now been abolished and 
he light-weight coins are simply re- 
amed to the person who present* them. 
This WM done to protest the banks that 
would help relieve the gold deficit about 
which the United Btatoe is now agitated.
